We ha\c a real (real irr store over 
spring break— all of the naked eye 
planets u ill be v isible. Simply catch a 
sunset at the end of March, look 
above the spot on the horizon where 
the sun set, and you will find stretch- 
ing all the way to the opposite horizon 

in order-Mercury, Venus, Mars, 

Saturn, and Jupiter— quite a spectac- 
ular sight! 

The planets all orbit the sun in a 
plane called the ecliptic that runs 
through the familiar twelve constella- 
tions of the zodiac. Thus, it will be 
easy to find 
the planets, 
for thev u ill 

all be in a 
straight line, 
and if one 
had a 
enough 
meter stick, 
you could 
draw a per- 
lect line 
through 
ihem. 

Mondav 
night. 
March 29, 
will be the 
optimum 
time to 
observe for both Mercury and Venus, 
the two planets that orbit inside of 
Earth, will be at their maximum angle 
from the Sun from our view. We offi- 
cially refer to this position as Greatest 
Eastern Elongation. 

Since Mercury is the first planet, it 
will appear first above the point on 
the horizon w here the sun sets. Then 
you will find the vers bright Venus, 
which is several times brighter than 




Mercurv This is because Venus i 
completely covered in clouds and 
thus reflects a large percent of the 
sunlight that hits the planet. 

Next working across the skv w ill 
be the dimmer, very red planet. 
Mars— with the color coming from 
the large amount of iron on its surface 
that has formed ferric oxide. 

'ITie final two planets in our spec- 
tacular show are huge gas giants that 
are primarily composed of hydrogen 
and are the two largest planets in our 
Solar System— with Jupiter being 

larger than 
Saturn. As 
one works 
past Mars and 
almost over 
head will be 
Saturn, then 
the very 

bright Jupiter 
will be just 
above the 
Opposite hori- 
zon from 
w here the sun 
eU Since it is 
larger and 
closer to 
Earth than 
Saturn, 
Jupiter will be 
brighter and will be just about equal 
to the brightness of Venus. 

Keeping looking over spring 
break and enjoy the spectular array of 
planets that are visible w ith the naked 
eve. If possible, take a closer look at 
Jupiter and Saturn with a good pair of 
binoculars or small telescope to see 
the four large Galilean moons of 
Jupiter and the beautiful rings of 
Saturn. Have a great spring break!
